2. The Navy presently has assigned a destreyer to each of the 
four SIBIR type shige and, in addition, has the USS Swordfish, a nuclear 
submarine, in the vicinity of Chukotka (2232N ITTAIM. These ships have 
been advised that the SIBIRS will not recever the capsule, In addition, 
it is to be expected that these U. & Navy ships presently deployed would 
be made available to aid the recovery force if they were so required, 






3. We were farther advised that the Soviet ships were “riding high 
in the water", 3 is estimated they have epproximately six days of fuel 
remaining, and there is no indication of arrangements for a tanker te 
re-supply them. Attached hereto are the present locations of the Soviet 
ships. 
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
